GRADUATION REQUIREMENTS 


With the end of the second 
six weeks! already past it is 
more than time to bring to the 
minds of both underclassmen 
and seniors; #raduation ree 
quirements in Oregen. 

In order to graduate from 
any STANDARD Oregon high 
school, a student must meet 
standards set forth by the 
State Department of Bducation. 
Sixteen units are required, of 
which 11 must be taken the 
fields of: English, Social 
Studies, Natural Seiences, 
Mathematics, Health & Physical 
Education, and Personal & Bus- 
iness Relations, Typing, Book- 
keeping and Business Law, and 
Homemakine. Of the afore- 
mentioned 11 units, 3 must be 
in English; 2in Social Stu- 
dies (the aforementioned ll 
units, 3 must be in English; 
2in Social Studies: (the re- 
quired courses): 1 the Per- 
sonal& Business Relations; and 
1 in Physical Education,
